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WASHINGTON—Since the Bay of 
Pigs, when the United States lost its 
gamble under the Kennedy administra- 
tion to overthrow Fidel Castro, the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Ageney has suffered in 
many areas of public opinion. 

It has also, suffered internally, going 
thru a succession of dircetsrs and los- 
ing. other key people under three Presi- 
dents [sterling with Kennedy} who did 
not totally believe what the CIA reports 
were saying. 

The CIA was created in 1915 by the 


» Jate President ‘fruman [as the Central 


Inleligencé Group} from the skeleton 
of the wartime Office cf Strategic Stua- 
jes. It was formed in an effort to col- 
spy} on other na- 
tions as mueh as they did on ws. From 
the start, it was an agency cloaked in 
semi-secrecy noted for generating de- 
bate,
